BANK ROBBER CAUGHT 


Arrested in Salem, O., Last Satur- 


day—Makes Confession Tuesday. 
Thursday night of last week a man 
answering to the name of W. H. Wil- 
son, the man who robbed the Union 
Bank at Altoona on March 23,' shot 
and .wounded the cashier and a pa- 
tron, and stole $2,883, was(arrested 
in Wheeling, W. Va., and brought to 
tl*e Mountain City. Some of the bank 
officials said he resembled the bandit 
and he was placed in the Hollidays- 
burg jail. Upon investigation he was 
found innocent and was released 
from custody. 
The search was continued and on 
Saturday F. G. Carroll, alias Hohl, 
alias Wilson, and wife, were arrested 
in Salem, O., the home of the latter. 
Carroll was brought on Monday to 
Hollidaysburg and placed in jail, 
where on Tuesday he confessed to 
the crime. 
Judge Baldridge is out 
of the city now, but upon his arrival, 
the sentence for the deed will be de- 
termined. 
The bandit's wife is still 
at her home in Salem, being too ill to 
come east. 


Carroll was paroled from the East- 
ern Penitentiary last August. 
The 
police of Harrisburg want him for 
stealing an automobile in that city 
and the police of Pittsburgh want 
him for holding up and robbing a 
man there. 
Carroll, in his confession, says that 
in less than half an hour after the 
robbery was committed he was on his 
way to the railroad station and saw 
a photographer taking pictures of the 
bank; he also heard the teller of 
the bank telling a crowd around him 
of the robbery. He went on through 
the crowd to the station where he 
took a train for Huntingdon, at which 
place he spent several days. 
He 
spent some time in Lewistown and 
Harrisburg. Then he went to Pitts- 
burgh and while in that city learned 
of the arrest of W. H. Wilson at 
Wheeling. His wife being homesick, 
they decidedt to visit her home at 
Salem, O., where he was arrested by 
the chief of police five minutes after 
stepping off the train. He was then 
locked up and the police of Altoona 
notified.

D. S. Brumbaugh, a most highly 
respected citizen, died at his home at 
Roaring Spring Thursday evening of 
last week. 
He was a son of Simon 
and Christiana Brumbaugh, and was 
born on the Brumbaugh mansion 
farm In- Bloomneld Township on April 
2, 1843, where he grew to manhood. 
In 1869 he went to Belleville, 111., 
and while teaching school there was 
admitted to the bar. He was- twice 
married, his first wife having, died in 
1871 and his second in 1908. Three 
sons, three daughters, three sisters 
and one brother survive. 
Mr. Brumbaugh was a deeply re- 
ligious -man, being an influential 
member of the Lutheran Church. He 
was one of the prominent attorneys 
of the Blair County bar for many 
years, and Justice of the Peace of 
Roaring Spring for almost thirty 
years. 


The funeral service was held at 
Roaring Spring Monday afternoon 
and interment was made in the 
Greenlawn Cemetery.

economies. 


If large numbers of railroad men 


and others depending 6n railroads 
for every character of supplies and 
work are out of employment, if a 
general loss of confidence exists and 
suspicion has been engendered, no 
attempt must be made -to place re- 
sponsibility upon the railroad man- 
agements^. 


They have issued warnings and 


made petition for fair dealing, but 
without effect. 
The time has come 


when all fair-minded men, and in- 
vestors as a whole, must individually 
and collectively impress on State and 
Federal 
Senators, 
Representatives

The Railroads Retrenchment 


What a pity it is that the burden 


of the retrenchment undertaken sud- 
denly by the railroads of the the East 
has fallen not upon the stockholders 
of the roads, the directors and offi- 
cers, but upon the faithful and hum- 
ble employes. 


Still greater the pity in view of 


the fact that the reports issued by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
for March show an increase in the 
number of moving freight cars of 10 
per cent, over the month of March, 


1913, 
while the earnings for the last 


year was higher than that paid in 
1911, although $50,000,000 of addi- 
tional stock has been issued by the 
company during that time. 


Justice is a vague and shadowy

Owina; to the death of his father 


when he was still a very young man, 
Mr. McCormick at once took his place 


* among men ot large responsibilities 


jnuch older than himself. A part o 
these responsibilities consisted in the 
management ot extensive agricultural 
interests in the Cumberland Valley, 
where his forefathers settled two een 
turies ago. He at once showed his en- 


__ terpriso and interest in farming bj 
' liberal expenditures for the improve- 


ment ot farm stock, especially heav> 
work horses. 


jm He imported at large expense splen- 
* did specimens of brood Percherons. 


• r>ri gave the service of these animals 


to the neighboring farmers at a mere- 
ly nominal charge, so that by cross-ing 
with their grade mares, pronounced 
improvement was observable within, a 
few years. 


To further interest the farmers in 


the improvement of their stock and to 
stimulate enterprise and friendly com- 
petition, Mr. McCormick in the spring 
of 1905 established in a beautiful piece 
of woods belonging to his family near 
Hogestown, Cumberland county, a one- 
day open-air show ot norses and cat- 
tle, including mules, sheep and hogs. 


The first show was held on Tliurs 


day, 
June 16, 1905, and was very cred 


itable. The farmers for miles around 
entered their best animals, numbering 
in all something like one hundred 
horses and nearly as many cows an' 
bulls and a few sheep and hogs. 


To make the competition exclusive- 


ly educational the prizes offered ha'1 
no intrinsic value. Tney were blue 
red and yellow rosettes—blue for the 
first prize, red for the second and yel- 
low for the third. 


Every sort of catch-penny device 


was-rigidly excluded from the grounds 
A small admission fpe has been charg 
ed to all except exhibitors and thei. 
families, rather to keej out objection 
able visitors than for revenue, bu 
though when the weatner was tavcr 
able the shows were attended by tho 
sands, the gate monej has never com 
anywhere near paying the cost ot tl> 
shows, the difference being made 
«ij 


by subscription. 


The show was designed primaril1 


lor fa'Siftne'rs living in the eastern par 
ol Cumberland county, and no ent' le 
except lor registered stock were 
!•<_ 


cepted Irom any other place. The fir j 
show was so successful that it w. 
determined to hold one every yeai 
and this has been done from that tiui 
to this. The shows are always held i 
June, generally in the first or secon 
week, before naying time, so that th 
tarmers can attend without neglectin 
their work at home. 


In order that the judging might b 


of such a character that the justice o 
it should be beyond question, the man 
agement has every year brought to tht 
rrounds in Big Head woods the rnos 
accomplished experts in cattle an ' 
horses and other live stock to be loun 
in the eastern states. They came fron 
Cornell university, from the Univer 
sity ot Pennsylvania, from the Penn 
sylvania State college, from Delawan 
College Experiment Station, from tht 


famous Shadeland stock

Pennsylvania state government. 


Soon the farmers were invited to

Those tarmers who had not done so 


uelore soon came to appreciate the 
fact that it cost no more to keep a

part of the Cumberland Valley there 
are many splendid herds of registered 
ana grade Gurnseys, Holsteius and- 
Jerseys, where ten years ago there

The dismissal of ranroad employes 


by the Pennsylvania and other rail- 
roads of the country is a very grave 
situation and is attended with much 
speculation among employed,, unem- 
ployed and the whole country in 
general. 
The tariff has been in oper- 


ation for some time but so far as the 
tariff is concerned, it cannot add to 
or take from the railroads any effi- 
ciency in employment nor can. it in- 
terfere with the lumber market in 
any way. Other business, that which 
the tariff really affects seems to be 
in a first class shape—steel mills are 
operating, mines are going at full 
force except there is a chance for a 
general strike, factories are plodding 
away with increased confidence and 
burying and selling in general is nor- 
mal for this season of the year. 


The army of unemployed in our 


, cities, of which there is so much 


written at present, is not more than 
the usual percentage for The season 
of year. In Chicago the unemployed 


• during the winter months of 1913 
and 1914 did not exceed that of 1911 
and 1932.

3910. La Follette's Weekly charges 
Ihese reports as paid advertisements 
for general effect and which have no 
foundation in fact, an effort on the 
part of certain rich to discredit the 
progressive 
movement 
which 
has 


been and is now materializing in the 
nation and a determined effort on 
the part of these wealthy patrons to 
ievert to the old conservative ways of 
doing things. 
Some weeks ago we 


had 
a < ommunication of that kind 


ourselves which wanted to know our 
i.'tes for space in the Bedford Ga- 
ze *te to di'iciiss topics of general im- 
jK-rt irrespective as to -vhether it 


comported to our manner of thinking 
or not. Of course we quietly placed 
the letter in the waste basket not 
thinking of the merits of what was 
wanted.

loaned or invested, and if this return 
is not forthcoming without any ef- 
fort the business is not considered a I 
paying proposition. 
Just so with | 


railroads, steamship lines, and thous- 
ands of other industries. 
President 


Rea of the great Pennsylvania Rail- 
road testified that the return on in- 
creased investments was only a little 
over 2 %. Figuring on customary re- 
turns on money invested 2 % is not 
enough. 
No ordinary person would 


be satisfied with such a meager re- 
turn, and sane reasoning would not 
expect capitalists to be satisfied with 
such per cent, either, and President 
Wilson reasons as a man who had 
but a thousand dollars to lend and 
who would naturally expect 6% on 
his loan or investment. 


If President Rea's statements are 


true, and they are, for no man of 
any station in life can afford to make 
any other statements, much less a 
man of world fame and world power 
as President Rea, then the railroads 
should have their proper raise of 
rates in order to have their returns 
as every investor, large or small, ex- 
pects. 
Two per cent, is not enough 


and if the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission finds the facts to be as stated 
and the returns so small as to throw 
the railroad service of the country 
into a jeopardized condition then the 
Commission, which is a sworn body 
of men, authorized by the national 
government to make railroad adjust- 
ments, should grant a privilege that 
will make a condition the same with 
large capital as with small capital.

.the New Non-Partisan Law. 


JUDGE 
GUSTAV A. ENOUGH 


A Writer of Many Books of the Law, 


a Jurist of Long Experience and of 
High Authority ard Standing, One 


of the Candidates. 


JUDGE GttSTAV A. ENDUICH 


Among the state officers to be chos- 


en at this year's election is that of 
judge of the supreme court to fill the 
vacancy caused by the expiration of 
the term of Chier Justice D. Newlin 
PeH. 
The office of judge of the su- 


preme court is in some respects the 
most important in the state. The term 
|e - twenty-one years, more than five 
Limes' that of any other state official. 
UThe. supreme court has greater power 
TJid authority than any other part of 
Ihe state government. As its name in- 
ilicates, it is "supreme." On constitu- 
tional grounds it can set aside the acts 
of 
the 
legislative 
and 
executive 


branches of the government and on an 
i.ppeal reverse the decision of any oth- 
er court in the state. It is the final ar- 
luter of all disputes, whether it is a 
question of the power of the legisla- 
ture or the governor or of any of the 
great questions of trade, commerce 
i,nd industry which become the sub- 
feet of litigation. 


A New Way of Choosing. 


In the early history of the state the 


fudges of the supreme court were ap- 
pointed by the governor. Later the of- 
fice was made elective and they were 
chosen by the people from the nomi- 
nees of political parties, made at state 
conventions. 


This year, for the first time, the ex- 


periment is to be made of nominating 
and electing a iudge of this court di- 
rectly by the people fend by a non- 
partisan vote. The nomination will be 
made at the primary on May 19. The 
names of those who have presented 


' petitions qualifying them to be en- 


rolled as candidates will be printed 
upon a separate ballot, without any 
partisan designation, and e\ ery quali- 
fied voter, of whatever party, regard- 
less of his previous party record or 
affiliations, will be entitled to vote fox 
one of the candidates upon the ballot, 
and the two receiving the highest 
number of votes will be the candidates 
to be voted for at the general election; 
or if one of the candidates at the pri- 
mary receives more than half of all 
the votes cast such candidate will be, 
the sole nominee and will be really 
elected at tne primary. 


Judge Endlich a Candidate. 


Among the candidates who are be- 


ing presented lor the nomination at 
the primary is .fudge Gustav A. Endlich, 
now president judge ot the court of 
common pleas of Berks count}, whose 
name will be placed upon the ballot 
in pursuance of petitions from many 
Bounties of the state, and who has re-

er of His resurrection (Phil, lii, 10) 
There were five appearances of the 
risen Christ on that first resurrection 
day, 
to Mary Magdalene, to the other 


women, to Peter, to tbese two men 
and in the evening to the ten (Thomas 
being absent). That which Jesus was 
and did during the forty days be- 
tween His resurrection and ascension 
speaks to me of that which the saints 
will be and do in our resurrection bod- 
ies, for we shall be like Him. 


As they talked of Him and of the 


things which had happened Jesus Him- 
self drew near and went with them 
(verses 13-15) 
Many have been re- 


freshed by the fact that He keeps a 
record of those who think upon Him 
(Mai. lii, 16). 1 like the words "Jesus 
Himself," "1 myself." "Jesus shewed" 
Himself," -'He gave Himself," "His 
own self bare our sins" iverses 36, 39); 
John xsi, 1. 14: Acts i, 3: Gal ii. 20: I 
Pet ii, 24) 
No one can fill or satisfy 


the heart like "Himself," and we do 
not wonder that the psalmist said, 
"My meditation of Him shall be sweet; 
f will be glad in the Lord" <Ps. civ. 34).
